Recommendations

• Incubate Innovation: Fund state programming for an “incubation period” as an 

appropriation to provide time for collaborative relationship building..

• Be flexible: Structure funding and and support that provides room to design learning 

experiences specific to local needs

• Provide guardrails without roadblocks: Vet providers rigorously but do so in an 

ongoing review process to avoid losing out on innovations..

• Avoid “either-or” thinking: Explore ranges between 100% online vs. 100% in person.

• Don’t Shortchange Digital: State-of-the-art quality comes at a price.

• Invest in People and Culture: Virtual programs are only as good as the educators and 

staff who support them. Professional, highly responsive staff and programs are a must..
